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THE SCENE OF WAR.
METZ AND ITS SURROUNDINGS,

The Thentre of the First Reported Engnge-
ment—Metz, Thienville, and Forbach—The
Sirategle Polnts,

The cable telegrams from Europe this morn-
iog repreeent the French army as being concen-
trated at and around Metz, in the Department
of Moselle. This city is the strongest strategic
point in the eastern part of France, and even if
the reports already received of a Prussian ad-
vance upon it are premature, it will undoubtedly
be made the objective point of the first move-
ments of King William's forces, One report
epeaks of a Prussiun advance into Moselle by
way of Forbach, on the railroad from Nancy to
Manheim, but it is gsid to be only a detached
corps, and but little importance is aitached to it.
Another report, however, which lacks conflrma~
tion at this writing, speaks of an encounter be-
tween the French and Prussians near Forbach,
resulting In the defeat of the latter with a loss
of 5000, while the French lossis pat at 2000
only. If this reported engagement should
prove to be unfounded, it is quite probable that
o battle will take place in this locality within a
ghort time, and we therefore present the follow-
ing interesting matter in relation to the locality:

The Department of NMoselle
is situated on the frontier of France, and is
formed of parts of the old provinces of Lorrailne
and French Luxembourg. It is located between
the Departments of Lower Rhine, Meurthe and
Meuse, and I8 bounded on the north by Belgium,
Rhenish Prussia and Bavaria. It has an area
of 2034 square miles, and a population (in 1861)
of 446,457. The surface of the country is partly
covered with contreforts of the Ardennes and
Vosges mountains, forests also extending over a
great portion of the soll. Through the Depart-
ment flows the river Moselle, from which it
takes its mame, rising in the department of
Vosges, and passing in its course Remiremont,
Epinal, Toul, Frouard, Pont-a-Mousson, Metz
and Thionville. It separates the duchy of Lux-
embourg, now subject to the sovereiguty of the
Honse of Orange-Nassau, which oceupies the
turone of Holland, from Rhenlsh Prussia, and
joins the Rhine on the left of Coblentz. The
course of the river is tortuously N. N. E., and
its length 328 miles.

The Fortress of Metz,

the chief town of the department, is situated at
the confluence of the Moselle and the Sellle,
and at the head of a branch of the rallway from
Paris to Strasbourg, 170 miles east of Paris.
Under the Romans, Metz rose to considerable
importance, being traversed by eix grand mili
tary roads. Under the descendents of Clovis it
became the capital of the kingdom of Austrasia,
passing to the Emperor of Germany on the de-
cline of the Mouse of Charlemagne. It wa
then strongly fortified a8 a barrier against
France, and allowed to possess an almost re-
publican freedom. In 1552 it ceased to be free,
claiming in that year the protection of France.
By the revocation of the edict of Nantes it re-
ceived a blow from which it has never recov-
ered. In 1861 it had o population of 56,885,
which has increased at the present time to about
w.m'

Independently of its strategic and military
importance, Metz Is a place of some ropute, It
has a gothic cathedral whose spire towers to the
helght of 878 feet, a tribunal of commerce, a
national college, a school of engineering, o
primary normal school, a botanical garden, an
Academie Universitaire for the Departments of
Ardennes and Moselle, and a public library con-
taining 80,000 volnmes, It has also Important
manufactories of coarse woollen cloths, muslins,
thread, machinery, and musical lnstroments,
and an active trade, the town belng a general
€1 trepot for colonial and foreign merchandise.

L p to the year 1728 the town was nothing but
an assemblage of narrow strects, dirty and badly
bullt. It was under the active administration
of the Marshal of Belle Isle that it began o be
rejuvenated and ornamented, This impulse
once given was not arrested; perhaps, indeed, it
went too far. More than one souvenir of the
ancient ages has been destroyed, which might
have given us some precious relics, for which
people seéarch now im vain. Bul we cannot
regret the transformation which has given Metz
beantiful streets and courts, good wharves, well-
built and delightful promenades. The houses
are constructed solidly of stone, are geuerally
of avery simpls architecture, and have rarely
four floors. A great number have gardens
attached. Bome streets on the right bank of the
Moselle are very steep, and are impassable for
earriages. Confined now In parrower limits
than it was formerly, the city of Metz beholds o
part of Its monuments, its abbeys, and its
chyrehes replaced by immense fortifications,

It has become mot only ome of the most
strongly fortified places in France, but In all

The Fertiticatious of Metz,

The fortified wall of Metz, on which they
Bbave not ceased working since French domina-
tlon began, and which the celebrated Cormon-
saigne wlaost eotlrely allered o Ldle wove
thon & bundred years ago, is so lmportant, ou

account of its strength and extent, that an army
of at least 120,000 men, with an extraordinary
amount of war material, would be needed to
undertake its slege, There only remain of the
fortifications of the sixteenth century the in-
trenchments of Gulse, the S8erpenolse tower, the
gate of the Germans, and the tower D'Enfer.
The gate of the Germang seems to have
been preserved to give an idea of all those
which formerly existed, and which have been
demolished as useless gince the adoption of the
new system of fortifications. They were but
sirong castles with four towers surmounted with
batteries, and having each a castellan. Therc
are noticeable on the walls of the tower D'Enfer
traces of Bpanish cannon balls, and there Is

shown therein the dungeon where, during six |

monthe, the monks were shut up who plotted to
deliver the place to the Imperial troops. The
approaches to the town are defended by two

forts, six lunettes, and one ecarth-work. These |
two forts were bullt by Cormontalgne, that of ‘

Belle-Croix, with the lunette of Chenean—pre-
gents a development of galleries of mines of
about 10,000 metres—crowns on the east the
heights from which one can leap ioto the city.
The other, called Fort Moselle, or the "Donble
Crown,” is situated toward the north. Its
works, formed of ditches full of water and
flanking fortifications, make it very diflicult of
attack by the cannon of the enemy.

Built in 1737, the redoubt, called the ‘‘Re-
doubt of Pate,” occuples the position o1 the
ancient Naumachie, and forms, when they rajse
the waters of the Beille, an island, whish one
approaches by a subterranean gallery. In ease
of a siege, the waters of the Mozelle and the
Seille can be raised sufliciently to Inundate the
low ground to the south and southwest of the
town.

Metz also contains an ar=enal, one of the
largest in France, with a cannon foundry at-
tached; an armory in which 80,000 stand of
arms are stored in time of peace, and a military
hospital which has accommodations for 1500
patients. The ordinary garrison in time of
peace is 10,000 men,

The Appronches te Metz
are through nine gates, These are as follows: —
The gate Des Allemands; the gate Mazells; the
gate RBaint Thicbaull, the approaches of which,
like those of the two preceding, are covered by
emall, well-cultivated gardens: the Serpencise
gate, opened for use in 1852, and which estab-
lished direct communication botween the eity
and the railroad station; the gate of Fraoce; the

gite the island of Chambicre, where there Is a
battery of artillery, the central school of mili-
tary pyrotechoies, the parade-ground of the
garrison, the gate of the city, the abattoir, the
cemetery of the first two wards; and the Jewish
cemetery; the Baulcy gate, opposite an island
occupied by the powder magazine, a lunette,
and some wool-yards; finally, the Saint Barbe
gate, at the end of the principal street of tne
Jewish quarter, and which seérves as the means
of communication between the arsenal and the
fort of Belle-Croix.

At the entrance to the gale Des Allemands, on
the tower to the left, is the following gothic
inseription:—

De Rancoval,
Tul de col ouvrage maitre principal 1445,
A City that Never Surrendered.

8o strong, indeed, are the fortifications that
its escutcheons mention as its strongest elaim
to renown that it bas never been taken siace it
has been surronnded by a wall, It was that i
might not debase itself that this proud city re-
fused a passage to the armies of the lloly
Alliance when they evacuated the French terri-
tory. It made them cross the Moselle on a
bridge, which it constructed under the ram-
parts, in order to spare itsell the shame and
grief of such a gpectacle as would be afforded by
the passage of foreign armies through the walls,

The Fertified Town of Thisnville

is situated seventeen miies north of Metz, on the
left bank of the Moselle, within a few miles of
the Prussian frontier. Itis the eapital of the
arondissement of the same name, in the Depart-
ment of Moselle: and had in 1835 a population
of about 10,500, besides a garrison of 2000 men.
It is connected with Metz by a railroad, and
with Luxembourg and other neighboring towns
by excellent roads. It hasa large trade in tim-
ber, coal, grain, and iron. The furges and fur-
naces in the vicinity produce iron to the value
of about §2,500,000,

It was to Thiorville, says the historinn Frede-
gaire, that Pepin the Little, ia 753, sent his
grandeon Charles, at the age of twelve years, to
vigit Pope Etienne II. Charlemagne loved to
stay at Thionville. He there passed the winter,
after he bad beaten the SBaxons, [Ile rested
there after the conguest of Lombardy. He there
celebrated the feasts of “‘Noel and Pagues,” to
relleve the griel caused by the death of his
Queen, Hildegarde. He there called an assem-
blage of the chiefs of the vatlan to submit to
tbem the will which divided his estutes amony
his three sons. Thionville took the purt of tie
Count of Luxeémbourg under the sovergignty of
the Emperore, when that battle occurred between
Ebange and Uckange, where the slanghter swus
such, says the historian Bertels, that the blond
of the combatants, runsing into the Teusch and
thence into the Moselle, reddencd this river ae
fur as Thionville. Pernaps no c¢ity has changed
masters as often as this one. I belonged 1o the
Saxons in 1443, the Duke of Bourgogne i. 1514,
two years later to Ladislas V., King of Hangary
and Bohemla, to the Dukes of Doargogne from
1467 to 1477, to the Imperial House of Hapshurg
up to 1509, to the Kings of Spain up ta 1083, ut
last to France, of which it originally formed a
part. In 1814 General Hugo, commavding the
place, bravely sustalned the attack of a Prus-lay
army corps, and forced them to retire with con-
siderable losses.

The populstion Is probably mot greater jthan
6000. The eituation is an admirable one, on a
delightful plain at the foot of a mountain called
Bchiossberg, It was formerly the chief town of
a grand seigolory, and for ita defense n castle
wus bullt upon the top of a mountain. The
In 1718 the selg-
niory was erected into a duehy. In 1552 Charles
V establisked hils camp in this country, when he
wae preparing to lay siege to Metz. The town

| of Forbach, composed of narrow and winding

gtreets, Is surrounded by sandy mountaing and
large forests. The roads from Sarreguemines
and Sarrelouls meet there, and make one of the
principal outlets of Germany. It is the extreme
rallroad station on French soil.

An Incldent In the
African campaign shows intrepid character,
At the close of the successful battle of
Terchia, General Achard wished to send an order te
Colonel Rulhieres at Blidah, between three and
four miles off, to chm order of his march.
This commission he en d to MaoMahon, and
offered him a gquadron of mounted chasseurs as an
ecsoort. He declined their protection and rode off
alone, His journey lay entirely through the enemy's
country, which was rugged and irregular. About
600 from Billdah lay & ravine, broad, deep, and
precipitous. MacMahon had risen close to the
ravine, when suddenly he bekeld a host of Araba in
full pursuit of him from every side., One look
told him his chances, There was no alternative
than to jump the treacherons abyss or be
butchered by his pursuers. He set his horse's head
at the leap, put spur and whip to it, aod cleared the
ravine at 8 bound. The pursuing Arabs, ditmaged,
ventured no further, and only sent after the dar(
soldler a shower of bullets as horse and rider rolle
over on the other side, with the poor steed's le
broken. At the attack on Constantine he recelved
further promotion. He continaed connected with
African warfare aml public afsirs until the
opeping  of the Kusslan war, when more
favorable opportunity to attaln  milita fame
presented itsell. On the &th of September the peril-
ons honor devolved on him of carrying the Malakof,
which formed the key of the defenses of Sebastopol.
The impetuons ardor of his troops proved 1rmml~
ble, They entered the works and maintalned fer
Pel-
ligsier, the Commander-in.Chlef, belleved the fort
wis mined, He gent MacMahon orders to retire, I
will hold my ground,” was the reply, ‘“dead or
allve.” Success crowned his bravery, and the tri-
color soon floated above the fortress.

After more brilliant services In Algeria, the Aus-
trian war next called him to the fleld. In one week
from the commencement of hostilities the French
had driven back the Austrians across the Ticino,
tarned their Nank, and forced them to give battie
With n suddenness which the French had not anticl-

ated, the Austrians, on the 4th of June, 1850, with a
orce of 150,000 men, attacked the advancing
French at the bridge of Magenta. The cholcest
French troops were there, and they met the
attack with unbroken front, and drove back the
foe with Joss, PBut the Aunstrans, reion-
forced at ceovery moment, seemed destined to
be the victors. MacManon with the force under his
command had early in the day crossed the river
further ur to execute a Nank movement, He heard
the pooming of the guns, and in o moment realized
the sitnation. Hastlly reversing his orders he ad-
vanced againgt the enemy, The movement proved
declsive. The Austrians were utterly routed and
fled In disorder, leaving 7000 prisoners In the hands
of the victors, and 20,000 soldiers Kllled and wonnded
on the fleld of battle, In 1861 MacMahon, now Duke
of Magenta, attended the coronation of Willlam of
Prussia, whom now he encounters in deadly war-
fare, In physical appearance Marshal MacMahon is
rather below the middle size, with small but well-
shaped face and head, and spare, lghtsome figure,

There is a more settled feeling in financlal
circles to-day, and all the markets show a firmer
tone, owing to the certainty of a European war
and the impression that its continuance will
enbance the market value of all classes of
American securities., There can be no doubt
also that the adjournment of Congress closes a
period of financial agitation which has been the
chief cause of the disturbance durlng the last
six months.

Loans are quite active this morning, and the
tone of lenders Is evidently towards a higher
range of figures before many days are past. To-
day 4@5 per cent. 15 the range for demand loans
and 6@7T per cent. for discouunts of 50 to 00 days.
74§ per cent, I8 readily obtained on all paper
boyond the Iatter term.

Gold 18 very active, the sales opening at 1178/
and advanced steadily up to 120 before noon.

Government bonds are weak, prices showing
a decline of about 1§ per cent.

The etock market was active and prices were
strong, but showed weakness at the close. City
sixes sold at 101%¢, Lehigh gold loan changed
bands at 89 for the 500s.

Reading Railroad was strong at the opening,
with sales at 405{@40'81, but closed at 40!;:
Pennsylvania improved, selling at 57@58; Oil
